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INS Challenges 
Asylum Decision 


SANFRANCISCO -TheImmigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS) is attempting to 
Overturm a Tecent federal court ruling which 
gave 3a Chinese national political asylum 
because of his opposition to China'"s one- 
child policy. INS officials fearthatthe Feb.2 
ruling by US_immigration judge Bernard 
Hornbach (已 丈 2-9) may trigger a flood of 
immigrants pleading the Same fear of perse- 
cution. 

The case Involves Yun Pan Lee, 26, who 
entered the US in October with a forged 
Singapore passport， He was arrested at the 
San FrancisSco airport, Lee claims he was 
persecuted after his wife，who is Catholic， 
gave birth to their second son in June 1982. 
According to a trial brief by Lee's attorney 
Jon Wu,Lee was paraded through the streets 
as a “counterrevolutionary;”the electricity 
andwatertohis house was cutoff; andhe was 
chargedahigher-than-usual school fee on his 
chiljdren. He was also fined the equivalent of 
$3,000, twice his total annual income. 

The INS recently filed a challenge to the 
Tuling with the Board of Immigration Ap- 
peals in Washington. A date for the hearing 
has not been set INS attorncy Alberto 
Gonzalez argued that Hornbach erred in 
granting asylum to Lee，claiming that the 
judge“should not have relied on [Lee's] 
testimony to _ establish the prosccution's

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Police Integration Extended 


SAN FRANCISCO - The city should be 
given more tme to fully integrate the SF 
Police Department a federal judge ruled 
Tuesday. 

US District Court Judge Robert Peckham 
also Said there is no evidence of bad faith on 
the part of city officials in Implementing 3 
1979 federal court setlement calling for the 
force to have 45 percent minorities and 20 
percent women on the force within 10 years. 

The 10-year-old court-supervised integra- 
tion plan was to expire on March 30, but 
Peckham ruled that it should be extended 
indefinitely，City_ officials blame an 18- 
month hiring freeze for the delay in fully 
integrating the _ department. Curently，the 


department has 29 percent minorities and 10 
percent women. 

Public Advocate attorney James Wheaton， 
who is representing the women and minori- 
ties challenging the department s hiring, Said 
he is pleased with the judge's decision be- 
cause it requires the police department to 
remain under the court's Supervision and 
leaves the dooropen forfurtherreview of the 
city"s hiring policies. 

The San Francisco Police Officers Asso- 
ciation has opposed extending the plan. The 
court should simply say to the city，You' ve 
done a go0od job. There's no need for further 
jurisdiction ”David Clisham，an attorney 
forthe union, told the CHpromzcle.

SF State Instructor Loses Gtlevance 


SAN FRANCISCO - SF State instructor 
Steve Nakajo's grievance against the Asian 
American Studies Department and its chair 
George Woo was denied last week by the 
university administration . 

Representatives from the California Fac- 
ulty Association and Nakajo7s support com- 
mittee met with department and university 
officials on Feb. 22 to discuss the grievance. 
Last week, in a letter Signed by SF State?s 
aSSoOciate provost for faculty affairs, univer- 
Sity Tepresentatives concluded that Nakajo's 
claim that he was locked out of teaching 
asSignments in the Asian American Studies 
Department was“without merit.” 

The letter also stated that because Nakajo 
has Since received teaching assignments Out- 
SideofAsianAmerican Studies,theactionby 
Woo was not “punitive in nature. According 
toa letter Signedby SF State's assOciate pro- 
Vvostforfaculty affairs,Nakajo was not asked 
to teach courses outside his field of experi- 
ence, nOT Was he assigned courses in Unre- 
lated disciplines” 

'Nakajo,atemporary part-tme instructorin 
the department since 1971 and directorofthe 
Kimochi Senior Services center，filed the 
grievance .last fall. Nakajo Said he was 
dropped from teaching courses in Asian 
American Studies unfairly and without any 
warming. 

Woosgstated last fall that removing Nakajo 
fromtheteaching schedule wasnotdone with

Charles Ng Fights 
Extradition To US 


EDMONTON, ALBERTA - The first step 
inallegedserialkillerCharlesNg'sattemptto 
fight his extradition to the US has failed. A 
Canadian court has upheld a previous ruling 
thatNg be returnedto the US to stand trial in 
connection with a series of Sex related mur- 
ders. 

LastyearaCanadian courtruled thatNg be 
turned overto US authoritiesin ordertostand 
trial for 12 counts of murder as well as other 
criminal charges. Since then, Ng has been in 
the custody of Canadian authorities while 
Serving 3a four and a half year sentence for 
shoplifting in Calgary. 

Attorney Don MacLeod，who represents 
Ng, said he will ask the Alberta Court of 
Appeal to overtum the ruling. The appeal 
Process, according to MacLeod, may reach 
the Supreme Court of Canada and could take 
years before it js resolved. 

In denying MacLeod s argument to Over- 
turn_ the extradition order，Justice Paul 
Chrumka of Alberta CourtofQueen's Bench 
rejected MacLeod's _ argument that minori- 
ties in the US are more likely to be executed 
andthatUS juries serving on mtrdercasesare 
Imore likely to bring in guilty verdicts， 

Chrumka said the the issue of Ng being 
executed for 3a capital crime Should be de- 
cided by the federal Minister ofJustice who，

An assesSment 0f “Access to Justice” 
would applaud the event for helping bridge 
the gap between court and community and 
alsoraise the question of why such programs 
tofacilitatecommunicationand enhance mu- 
tual understanding havenot been undertaken 
before. Not only the judiciary, but also 帆 e 
executiveandlegislativebranches ofgovem- 
ment and minicipal agencies Such as police 
and_ health departments would certainly 
Profit from Such openness. 

As mundane asitmay appear to be, judges 
must take the abstractions o 人 technical law 
and transform them into coOncrete reSsponscs 
to flesh and blood realities that affect human 
livesSEe 

This task calls for wisdom，compasslon， 
equity and fairness. NO wonder Sylvia Case 
concluded theevening' sprogrambyexpress- 
ing avwidespread yearning forethical persons 
who can resolve human problems. In hcr 
estimation,“a judge is as close as we may 
come to _ having an ethical person in Our 
maildst.”

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Minorities Sting Agnosand Art Stings Back 


Last month Mayor Art Agnos wrote an 
unusually frank letter to Henry Der, the ex- 
ecutive director of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action. The nine-and-a-half-page long letter 
Ieveals that Agnos is both hurt and angry 
aboutcriticisms ofhis appointment recordby 
minority leaders, particularly Der . 

Before going into the contents ofthe letter， 
arIeviewlsinorder.Tobecomemayor,Agnos 
asSembled a coalition of minorities，gaysS， 
PrIogresSlives and preservationists. After the 
election, he faced a series of fiscal problems， 
mostof them inherited from his predecessor， 
Dianne Feinstein. As expected, the business 
community and the SF daily newSspapers 
gave Agnos a brief honeymoon，before at- 
tacking him for what they Say is poor man- 
agement and a bias against big business. 

What Agnos could not have expected was 
the total frontal attack by many of the Same 
People who elected him. 

Theblack community has been extremely 
VOcal about two major appointments they 
failed to get A Filipino American，Peter 
Jamero，was named to head the Human 
Rights Commijssion (HRC) and a white from 
Boston, David Gilmore, was named director 
of the Housing Authority. Both posts were 
Pieviously held by blacks, Agnos told black 
leaders that many of the constituencies that 
have been excluded from leadership in City 
了 all, such as women，gays and Asians, are 
going to getappointments in his administra- 
tion. Referring to the bousing post， Agnos 
Salid he picked the most-qualified candidate. 

The leadership im the black community 
wasnt mollified. They say most of the ten- 
antsin public housing projects are blacks and 
that there are plenty of qualified blacks who 
could do the job. Also, Boston has ahistory 
of housing discnmination, they Say. 

TheHispaniccommunityisnowupsetover 
3an incident involving Dolores Huerta on 
9%ept. 14.KRON-TV hadfootageofa demon- 
Stration that showedapolice officer wielding 
abaton at Huerta, who was injured so badly 
She had to have her spleen removed. Officer 
Francis Achim was accused by the Office of 
Citizen Complaints ofusing excessive force. 
The bureau recommended that the Police 
Commission file a complaint. 

Police Chief Frank Jordan stated that 
Achim followed departmentpolicy on crowd 
control. Instead of keeping Silent untl the 
police commission meb Jordan went public 
and embarrassed Agnos by saying that if the 
commission filed a complainbt he would re- 
Sign rather than carrying out the order. 

The commission ina4-1 vote, decided not 
to file charges against Achim. In his dissent， 
commissioner Jose Medina said that his dis- 


agreement with the chief “is based Solely on 
his declision not to file a complaintb given the 
OCC sfindings.Itisnotbasedonabeliefthat 
police officer Achim is guilty. : . To not hear 
this case goes counter to the Spirit of the 
Charteramendment thatcreated theOffice of 
Citizen Complaints and which calls for civil- 
ian review of police misconduct caseS.” 

Medina，correctly I believe, pointed out 
that "The chief can Sign a complaint merely 
Stating that he is doing So based on 由 e OCC 
findings.Italsotroublesmethatthe chiefhas 
continually made public statements to the 
effect that he would intentionally and pur- 
posefully disregard a Police Commission 
directive.The Chartermakesitveryclearthat 
the chief is to take his direction from the 
Police Commission.” 

Now wecometo Derand the Hispanlc and 
black leaders who blasted Agnos on his af- 
firmative action policies.。 They- cited the 
choice ofSam YockeyoverDavidFong as SF 
controller and the Slow pace of civil service 
Teform. (E/W 1/12/88) They compared SF s 
Iecord in police and fire department promo- 
tions unfavorably with Jackson, Mississippi. 

Youdon'thavetoreadbetweenthelinesto 
See that Agnos was Stung bitterly by the 
criticism from those he considers allies. 

Agnos informed Der of his“deep disap- 
pointment” in the manner that Der made hls 
case for affirmative action.“9ide-by-side， 
Agnos Said,“we have fought on behalf of 
bilingualballots,increased business OppOrtu- 
nities for minority and women Owned firms， 
andahostofotherissues. During that period， 
TI have generally been lmpressed by your 
clarity of purpose, the thoroughness of your 
Tesearch, and the fairness of your presenta- 
tion.” But Agnos accuses Der of adopting“a 
lessorstandard in working with me as mayor. 

“Ialsocannotcomprehend, giventheprog- 
TIeSs we have made within a very Short and 
difficult period of time, your unfair and bi- 
ased comparison with Jackson, Mississippi.” 

Agnos letter, dated Feb. 10, goes onto Say 
that Derand his fellow critics don "tacknowl- 
edgethe gains madeby gays,lesblansandthe 
handicapped. Agnos Says that Six of the top 
nine appointments in the mayors office have 
gone to women or minorities.“Larry Del 
CarloisthefirstHispanictohead theMayor'S 
Office ofCommunity Development. .. Anita 
Sanchez is the first Fihlpino and the first 
womantobePplaced in chargeofthe Mayor s 
Office of Citizen Assistance,” Agnos Said. 

Agnos criticized Der for wanting to leave

As of the date of the letter, Agnos Said he 
had appointed to commissions 21 Asian- 
Pacific Islanders, 23 blacks, 18 Chinese, 23 
gay/lesbians，1 handicapped,，18 Hispanics 
and 9$ Arab Americans.“Ofthe 174 appoint- 
ments [have made, 61 are women.” 

Ofthe departmentheads appointedby Feb. 
10, Agnos Said two of four appointments, Or 
50percent, wentto minorities 一 JuliaLopez 
as General Manager of the Department of 
9ocial Services and Michael Huerta as Port 
Director. (Since the letter was written，the 
HRC and Housing appointments have kept 
the ratio at 30 percent with three of Six.) 

Concerming the fire department，Agnos 
cited his naming as chief, Fred Postal“who 
Shares my commitment for making change.” 
While admitting that the court-mandated 
consent decree is TeSponsible for the promo- 
tions given recently to minority firefighters， 
“Iamproud thatin avery Shortperiod oftime 
We have virtually ended the divisive court 
battles and are moving forward in a new 
atmosphere of cooperation.”Agnos added 
that he went beyond the consent decree to 
have named the first two black fire chiefs in 
the history of the department. 

,Agnos Said thatcomparisons with Jackson， 
Mississippi"s police department are unfalr， 
because SF “has been under a Federal Con- 
Sent Decree to integrate the Police Depart- 
ment.The statisticsandcomparisons youclte 
aretheproductofdecades oflegal maneuver- 
ing and Federal court monitoring.” 

Concerning civil service Agnos Said he 
inherited a momentous problem. He also 
Specifically gave avote of confidence to the 
professionalism of Civil Service General 
Manager John Walsh, whom Der criticized. 


Agnos added that he has no power to firre 
Walsh anyway, Since that power Iests with 
the commission.“Certainly yoOu know，he 
Said，“that four members of the Civil Service 
Commission who were appointed by Mayor 
Feinstein turned down my request for reslg- 
nations. Under the charter I do not have the 
authority to remove them except for cause. 

"Two members of the commission were 
appointed by Mayor Feinstein in the final 
months of her administration tO SIx year 
terms. In fact the earliest date that the Civ1 
Service Commission can contain a majority 
of persons whom I appoint is 1991.” Agnos 
also Said he made a good appointmerit In 
namingtheformerdirectoroftheHRC,Grant 
Mickens; ablack to the commission and that 
he has made sure that minorities do notbear 
the brunt of any layoffs in city hall. 

Der ls quick with statistics to Show that 
there are only afew more total appointments 
of Asians under Agnos than there was under 
Feinstein and that Asians are Stll being 
blocked in the civil service System. 

Butto be fair to Agnos,he has made Some 
Very impressive appointments of Chinese 
Americans to key commissions in SF. Acase 
could be made that Chinese have more than 
their fair share ofcommission appointments. 

And black leaders must realize that therr 
streng 由 will decrease as their percentage of 
the total SF population continues to drop. 

Civil Service has confounded a Succession 
of mayors and Agnos knows he must tread 
Sofdy if he wants reform to take place. My 
Opinion ls that Agnos record on affirmative
